U.S. Cancels 
Shipment 
Of Nerve (.as 


BELLINGHAM, Wash. 
(APi — The U.S. state 
department has issued orders 
barring Canadian demon¬ 
strators from crossing the 
U.S. border at Blaine, Wash.. 
the Bellingham Herald 
reported Saturday from Its 
Washington bureau. 

The action was taken, the 
Herald reported, after a State 
Department probe of a May 9 
incident when an estimated 
400 Canadian Yippies and anti¬ 
war demonstrators entered 
Blaine and a free-for-all with 
some residents ensued. 

In lta Investigation, the 
State Department said it 
learned that the border patrol 
and U.S. Immigration and 
Naturalization Service were 
ordered to allow the youths to 
cross the border freely. 

"Those orders have very 
clearly been changed,” Rep. 
Uoyd Meeds <D—Wash.) 
said. “We’re a little appre¬ 
hensive about what the citi¬ 
zens of Blaine might do (if 
they entered again)." 

Meeds said a plan has been 
worked out between the State 
Department, border patrol, 
state patrol, sheriff's depart¬ 
ment and the RCMP to 
prevent a repetition of the 
incident. 

Immigration officers also 
have been ordered to turn 
away Canadians if they sus¬ 
pect they are members of 
dissenting groups, Meeds 
said.

Aspirin Trouble Root 


By G. C. THOSTESON, MD. 

Dear Dr. Tbosteson: The 
doctor said my daughter has 
vasculitis. What is it? He told 
her absolutely not to take 
aspirin. D.N. 

Vasculitis is inflammation 
of the wall of a blood vessel 
and very frequently is traced 
to some form of sensitivity. 
Drugs, including aspirin, sulla 
and a host of others, can 
cause this trouble for some 
people. In other cases it may 
be a food sensitivity — 
chocolate, wheat, egg. or 
whatever. 

Still other causes are ex¬ 
posure to cold and insect 
bites. 

In your daughter’s case, I 
would assume that the doctor 


has found signs that she has a 
sensitivity to aspirin.

Note to Mrs. R. C I see no 
reason why you shouldn't set 
the humidity at whatever 
level you need to ease the 
asthma and sinus distress. 
This will vary with the 
temperatures.

Dear Dr. Thotfeson: I am 
73 and have high blood 
pressure. I like lemon juice, 
salt, and also kraut juice, dill 
pickle juice, and other such 
juices. Are these bad for high 
blood pressure? Mrs. E.D. 

I see no harm from the 
lemon juice, but as to the 
others — yes, they can be a 


r harmful factor in your blood 
pressure. The reason: they 
contain a good deal of salt, 
and you should avoid exces¬ 
sive salt.

This comes at a time when 
injunctions and writs restrict¬ 
ing picketing and boycotts in 
the towboat strike are piling 
up against the unions. 

Some union leaders have 
said they would go to jail 
before submitting to such 
orders and the federation has 
set a policy against creasing 
picket lines and handling 
"hot” products.

During the closed afternoon 
session of the conference, 
delegates agreed to have as 
many senior union officers 
and f ederation executive 
officers as possible in court 
for the chief j u s 1 1 c e's 
comment on the matter of 
contempt action. 

“We want to show our 
concern in this way,” feder¬ 
ation secretary Ray Haynes 
said afterward.

Other action taken during 
the closed session: 

• The federation 
announced it would present 
$5,000 from its defence fund 
to the Canadian Merchant 
Service Guild (striking tug 1 - 
boat officers). 

• R e p r e s entatives of 
various unions pledged 
another $10,000 to the guild, 
subject to ratification by their 
unions. (The 1,150 towboat 
men are not drawing strike 
pay.) 

• Delegates agreed to 
ask federal Labor Minister 
Bryce Mackasey to come to 
Vancouver immediately, or 
have one of his top officers do 
so. in an effort to bring the 
sides back to the bargaining 
labT^'In the towboat strike — 
a strike that has idled thou¬ 
sands of forest workers. 

• The federation agreed 
to have officers standing by 
to provide help at any time to 
the guild. 

• The conference agreed 
to ask the Canadian Labor 
Congress to consider making 
the towboat strike a matter of 
national appeal and also to

"We want to make it 
clear,” Haynes said in an 
interview, “we don’t want a 
confrontation, but it is being 
forced on us. 

“And while we don't want a 
showdown, we don't intend to 
sit hack and watch the 
Canadian Merchant Service 
Guild destroyed,” he said. 

The federation sees the 
towboat strike as the key 
issue in a season that has 
produced such other problems 
as the lockout of 10 con¬ 
struction unions and a stale¬ 
mate that could lead to a 
strike by upward of 30,000 
members of the International 
Woodworkers of America. 

Capt Cecil Rhodes, western 
secretary for the guild, said 
talks with the federal trans¬ 
port department had led to 
agreement on some safety 
regulations concerning vessels 
of 1,000 tons and smaller, but 
not specifically towboats. 

The main issue in the strike 
is safety, manning and 
accommodation. 

"These regulations that are 
going to be made laws are not 
specific enough in our view,” 
he said, "but they are a step 
in the right direction — which 
is long overdue."

Over-Production

Experts speak of substan¬ 
tial changes In "cropping 
patterns” to produce more .

“I think all these things

Peasant Level 

Looking at agriculture an¬ 
other way.

“But the orientation of 
Saskatchewan agriculture is 
toward a world market and 
involves the use of advanced 
technology. 

"It involves the comparison 
or net return of farming with 
net return of any other 
economic enterprise. Subsis¬ 
tence hasn't got anything to 
do with it . . . 

"I see at least 10 years of 
real trial and tribulation." 

Dr. C. W. (Red) Williams, 
senior specialist in the animal 
science department at Uni¬ 
versity o f Saskatchewan's 
Saskatoon campus, reported a 
more permanent-type com¬ 
mitment to cattle and hogs 
now than he had observed in 
earlier periods of grain 
surplus. 

Dramatic Example 

"One dramatic example is 
the rapid increase in the 
number of large commercial 
feed lots." said Williams, 
adding that in the 1950s and 
early 1960s farmers simply 
resorted to feeding cattle an 
their own farms — a tempo¬ 
rary tentative venture. 

"Now this is a different 
response, involving the setting 
up of large limited companies 
or co-operatives, which will 
have to continue five to 10 
years to recover the large 
investments."

Commission. And, Mr. Henderson reported In the 
first volume, “The Public Service Commission has 
for many years been unable to recruit sufficient 
staff of the calibre required to bring the office up 
to its establishment figure as approved by 
Parliament. This, together with the problems 
caused by the Treasury Board’s reclassification of 
my staff positions, is seriously interfering with the 
efficient discharge of our professional work.” 

It is also to be noted that the strain placed on 
the office by this situation can hardly be conducive 
to recruitment. Mr. Henderson refers, for instance, 
to the pressures depriving his senior officers of 
participating as fully as they should in opportuni¬ 
ties being offered by the government in bilingual' 
training, advanced management courses and the 
like. He also mentions that the heavy burden ls*a 
detriment to their performance and their health. 

Again in the first volume the auditor-general 
observed, “It is the responsibility of the auditor- 
general to determine the extent and scope of his 
work for Parliament. By reducing his staff below 
the figure which Parliament has authorized, the 
executive places itself in the position of limiting the 
scope and consequently the effectiveness of his 
work in the discharge of his statutory responsibili¬ 
ties. It is my view that this is not only contrary to 
the Financial Administration Act but wholly 
inconsistent with the intent and wishes of 
Parliament.” 

Looking back at the waste, the carelessness 
and the extravagance the auditor-general has 
uncovered for Parliament over the years, it must 
be accounted wholly inconsistent with the rightful 
wishes of the Canadian public, too. 


npHE CABINET MINISTERS who attacked 
X Auditor-General Maxwell Henderson after 
submission of the first volume of his annual report 
to the Commons have quietened down. But it 
remains obvious that a government which has 
sought to downgrade Parliament still seeks to do 
the same to Parliament's, and thus the voters’ and 
taxpayers’ scrutineer of government spending and 
accounting, Auditor-General Maxwell Henderson. 

In the second volume Mr. Henderson has again 
complained of staff shortages making his work 
particularly difficult to perform properly. Treas¬ 
ury Board President C. M. Drury replies that the 
auditor-general has not filled his authorized 
establishment. This is an answer with a politician’s 
twist 

The reason the authorized establishment has 
not been filled is undoubtedly that the auditor- 
general’s office cannot obtain enough people of the 
kind needed under the conditions imposed on It 
by the government. 

Mr. Henderson’s establishment has been 
frozen by the Treasury Board at 239 positions (as 
against 250 authorized by Parliament). To carry 
out its work for Parliament effectively in the face 
of growing government organafction, he says, it is 
essential that the establishment be increased at 
once to 250, and quickly to at least 290. 

At the time of the report, the office had a 
staff strength of 233. This explains Mr. Drury’s 
reference. But, although he is the servant of the 
House of Commons and not the government, the 
auditor-general is not permitted to obtain his own 
staff. The hiring is through the Public Service 


Conservation Conscious 


Long Beach , Vancouver Island 


N O ONE CAN DOUBT that conservation, that 
is to say the preservation of animal wild life 
1 and its habitat, is something prominent in the 
public mind today. It was not so long ago that 
conservationists were confined to a rather limited 
group, the backpackers, hikers, canoeists, hunters 
; and fishermen for the most part who loved the out- 
of-doors and appreciated the incursions of 
civilization could destroy it unless controls were 
exerted. 

Sometimes people scoffed at “the nature 
■ nuts.” 

The country Is so vast and wilderness areas so 
l extensive that the suggestion that industry and 
• exploitation could eventually spoil them for 
| recreational purposes was treated as imbecile. 

Now it is generally admitted that only by 
2 practising a firm policy of conservation can the 
2 wonders of the land be preserved for the future. 

It is interesting to note the suggestions which 
J came from the public in response to a question- 
• naire circulated by The Christian Science Monitor 
• recently. Among them were: 


Build more campgrounds, lodges and roads in 
the national park areas to take care of more 
people; 

Organize a reservation system for camp¬ 
grounds; 

Limit the stay in campgrounds to a maximum 
of three days; 

Reserve most of the facilities for persons 
living more than 200 miles away; 

Encourage development of private areas for 
camping on park fringes; 

Limit the number of persons entering the 
parks at any one time, and declare closure when 
capacity is reached; 

Increase camping and entrance fees. 

It could be assumed that similar views prevail 
in this province, conscious as few others of its 
extraordinary endowments. 

And it is very likely that the parks branch of 
government would appreciate the sort of sugges¬ 
tions the Monitor’s questionnaire inspired. 

One thing is sure: the more people who 
concern themselves with conservation the more 
effective application of its rules will be.

Regal Minded Nixon Keeps 
Aloof from His Subjects

Historical forces determine the shape of the crises which 
political leaders must confront. But their response is 
governed by a subtle blending of their personalities with the 
conditions under which they operate. From this standpoint, it 
makes sense to consider the relevance of Richard Nixon'■ 
marriage with the Whit* House to the convulsions shaking the 
United States. 

For Nixon, the wedding wan obviously a joyous event. No 
other president ban ever gloried no unabashed In the outward 
trappings of royally which surround the presidency or worked., 
so hard to enhance them. 

The restoration of white tie and tails to White House 
socials, the palace guard uniforms for the police, the added 
ruffles and flourishes for receiving ambassadors are 
unimportant in themselves. But they reveal an inner attitude 
vvhicji contrasts strongly with that of his predecessors. 

Lyndon Johnson wore the royal mantle like a hair shirt, 
fretting and fussing over such prerogatives as Camp DJrvid 
and the presidential yachts and such questions as whether he 
should answer a telephone: "This is Lyndon Johnson" or 
"This is the President.” His populist instincts told him, at 
least in the beginning, that privilege did not accord with the 
image of a leader of the people. 

John F. Kennedy and Dwight Eisenhower accepted the 
"fringe benefits” of the office easily and naturally as befitted 
men who, for different reasons, were accustomed to the 
environment of aristocracy. 

Harry Truman was good-humored about the whole 
matter, and Franklin D. Roosevelt gloried openly in the 
unparalleled opportunity afforded by the presidency to 
practice the political art. 

He Cherished Winning 

But to Nixon tbe White House appears to be a prize la 
itself — like the gold medal or the diamond belt which 
champions receive as a symbol that they have ontfoaght, 
outrun or outplayed all the competitors In the field. He 
cherishes winning and despises losing with an Intensity . 
matched by no other man 1 have ever known, Including 
Lyndon Johnson. 

In the arena of sports, a champion is — with very few 
exceptions — an aloof figure who stands apart from his fellow 
man. He concentrates on the discomfiture of the opposition, 
quite uninterested in establishing a "consensus.” He cares 
only that those who keep the record books call him the 
winner. This is true even in 'team” sports where a Ty Cobb 
is seldom beloved by his fellow players. 

Nixon fits this description perfectly. He is aloof — 
recently a very high government official (I will not say at 
what level because it would be a tip-off but I use the phrase 
"very high" advisedly) told friends he had worked with die 
president for nearly 20 years but still did not know him. 

And despite the heavy debt owed to him by the GOP, no 
one maintains for a moment that he is warmly beloved by his 
fellow Republicans. His has been the performance of the 
lonely runner, compelling admiration and recognition that he 
wound up in first place but totally devoid of warmth. 

I had first-hand experience with these qualities during my 
experience as a newsman. For two years, I devoted at least 
> 50 per cent of my working time to him because he was 
pivotal to two major stories Qiat I covered — the passage of 
the Taft-Hartley labor law and the Whittaker Chambers, 
pumpkin papers case. 

At the end at that period, I could attest only to his 
competence, his determination and the probability that he 
would be a major figure on the national acene. I knew 
nothing about his tastes, his philosophy or even what he 
thought about me personally, although our relations were 
perfectly correct. 

Twenty-two years later, I know of no newspaperman or 
politician on the national scene who can add anything to my 
1948 summary other than the biographical details of the 
intervening yean. 

A question arises immediately. What happens when these 
qualities are brought into the White House, an institution that 
exaggerates a man’s personality traits; that gives full sway 
to his ego; that encourages him to wall himself off in 
splendid and regal isolation? 


The B.C.-Yukon Chamber of 
Mines estimates that the 
5150,000.000 worth of metals 
and minerals shipped to 
Japan now will Increase in 
five years to a bout 
5500,000,000 annually. 

To ensure that mining pro¬ 
duction is sufficient to meet 
-the growing demands, Japan¬ 
ese interests have invested 
about $60,000,000 to date in 
our mining industry. 

* ★ * 

This is a drop in the bucket 
compared with American and 
Canadian investment, but 
mining officials point out that 
no less than seven Japanese 
miDing companies have now 
established offices in Van¬ 
couver. 

All of this, undoubtedly, 
pleases Bennett. A* premier 
of a province which exports 
40 per cent of its products 
(compared to 184 per cent 
for Canada as a whole) ha 
knows B.C. must develop 
assured foreign markets. 

But with the province’s 
population increasing at twice 
the Canadian national rate we 
must have new jobs too. That 
means, of course, new indus¬ 
try. 

With this in mind the 
government, amid cries of 
despair from the mining 
industry and rumbles of 
concern from investors in 
Japan and other foreign 
lands, introduced and passed 


the Mineral Processing Act. 
This allows B.C. to divert up 
to 50 per cent of the 
production of any mine to a 
copper smelter when one is 
finally established in this 
province. 

The hubbub k caused sub¬ 
sided rather abruptly April 24 
when a cabinet order estab¬ 
lished a regulation which set 
the amount that would be 
diverted from mines at 12*4 
per cent rather than the 
maximum of 50 per cent. 

* * * 

To those who complained 
Bennett simply shrugged. He 
says they have always known 
it is B.C. policy not to ship 
raw resources if there was a 
way of processing them here. 

Bennett remained unruffled 
throughout. He said a mine or 
two might be delayed for a 
year or two ae a result of the 
government’s action. But with 
world copper prices high, and 
B.C. reserves huge and wait¬ 
ing to be developed, he is 
confident that metal and 
mineral will continue to 
expand rapidly. 

★ * ★ 

He has set as his goal the 
establishment of a copper 
smelter, probably somewhere 
in the Interior such as the 
Highland Valley, and specifi¬ 
cally he wants Japanese 
partners in the venture. 

Why Japan? Well, that 
country now takes approxi¬ 
mately 90 per cent of B.C. 
copper production, which was 
worth $114,000,000 in 1969. and 
the government feels Japan¬ 
ese know-how. and markets 
spell the difference between 
success and failure in the 
proposed copper smelter. 


After all, it was the Japan¬ 
ese, who now have a total of 
about $125,000,000 invested in 
the forest industry in this 
province, who first success¬ 
fully ventured into those 
sections of the Interior where 
it had previously been thought 
that pulp mills couldn’t func¬ 
tion economically. 

This trip by Bennett, who’ll 


be accompanied by two min¬ 
isters — Resources Minister 
Ray Williston and Mines 
Minister Frank Richter — is 
ostensibly to attend Expo 70 
in Osaka. 

★ * * 

B.C.’s pavilion at the fair, 
which cost about 52,000,000 is 
proving to be among the most 
popular of the smaller pavi¬ 
lions. The premier sayslhe’s 
proud of the fact that It 
serves "hot dogs and ginger 
ale — right down to the level 
of the ordinary guy.” 

But no one who knows the 
premier well, and this 
includes a growing number of 
Japanese government and 
business heads, really thinks 
that he’s goirig' there to 
concern himself with the 
ordinary guy. 

★ * * 

Bennett is Involved In a 
trans-Pacific game of chess. 
And the next move — to 
establish or not establish a 
copper smelter in B.C. — is 
up to the Japanese. Both 
sides are moving cautiously 
because the stakes are so 
high, running into billions of 
dollars. But the premier, like 
any good chess player, is 
confident. 

“We're- only at the begin¬ 
ning,” h e says. "British 
Columbia has amazed all the 
other countries because we 
got Japan to put equity 
capital into our province 


without them owning the 
basic resources. 

"With the Japanese as 
shareholders In our process¬ 
ing plants we have tied up 
markets in Japan, and the 
great markets that country 
has around the Pacific Him 
and throughout the world. Our 
government policies have 
arranged for a perpetual yield 
from our resources. 

* * * 

"With these two elements 
we can create a third, which 
is vital to our expanding 
province: perpetual jobs. 

“And. most important, this 
partnership isn’t based only 
upon narrow feelings of senti¬ 
ment and goodwill. It is based 
upon sound economics."

Lyndon Johnson left office with Washington Isolated from 
the country. One >nd one-half years later, the presidency 
appears to be Isolated from Washington Itself. And this Is 
happening at a period that calls for the most direct 
communication possible between the president and his people. 

The overriding consideration is that the political art of 
sustaining unity in a democracy is only secondarily a matter 
at pleasing a majority. Far more important is the question of 
convincing the major segments of society that they have a 
voice in, even though they may not control, their government. 

Most men and women are willing to go along with the 
majority if they believe that someone has listened to their 
case and given it honest consideration. And in this area, the 
Nixon administration is woefully weak. 

The college students are the most obvious example. At 
least one cause for the fury of the current outburst was the 
ostentatious manner in which Nixon watched a football game 
when the young people demonstrated in Washington last 
November. They left this city muttering to themselves that 
the only way to attract his attention was to throw a brick 
through a plate g|psi window. 

The collegians are a small and unpopular minority. But 
despite their attire and their predilection for abrasive 
symbols (such as the Viet Cong flag), their reactions differ 
little from what can be expected of any group swept by 
passionate emotion. Such emotions are pushing their way 
forward with bewildering rapidity. 

In many of the nation’s Industrial centres, blue-collar 
workers are looking at the prospect of job layoffs with grim 
foreboding. As a general rule, periods of unemployment are 
accompanied by docility in organized labor — men just don’t 
want to take a chance on Mnirttowhat few jobs are left. But 
this time there is an added Tactos^ilhe cost of living is going 
up at the same time and the combination of the two forces 
can easily become explosive. 

Nixon did not help matters any when he remarked at a 
recent press conference that current unemployment is too 
high but It bns been even higher In previous administrations. 
This Is a remark that appeals only to the champion, anxious 
to sustain his record. No man out of work is comforted by the 
thought that times were even tougher some years ago. 

r Even more critical potentially is the growing rebellion of 
public workers against decades of low pay for vital services. 
Most of them — policemen, firemen, school teachers — are 
not a direct presidential responsibility. But any force that can 
injure society becomes a matter of presidential concern and 
these forces can smash society. 


No Lines of Contact 

The black portion of America has been relatively quiet 
through this part of Nixon's athninistration but there are 
signs cf resurgence. The president is singularly ill-prepared 
for trouble in this sector. He does not have the lines of 
communication which his predecessors maintained — lines 
which were potent in "cooling it” during the great outbursts. 

In no Instance — not even la the case of businessmen who 
are now discussing the stock market with a note of hysteria 
in their voices — rah It be said that he enjoys the 
relationship* which sustain a political leader la times of 
adversity. He doe* aftj^ea have the relationships that should, 
give him advance aoflee of big trouble, aa witness his obvious 
astonishment (and quick verbal about-face) ever the student 
uprising. 

The way of the champion is not the way of the 
conciliator. And the regal chambers of the White House are 
not a vantage point from which the passions at furious men 
and women can be accurately gauged. Nixon must overcome 
both his temperament and the isolation of his office. A winner 
does not change the habits of a lifetime readily. 

It will still be easier for Nixon to change, however, than 
it will be for the forces of dissent to draw back from the 
chaos which seems to be ahead. In quieter times, an appeal 
to slack off because "he is the only president you can have 
until 1972” might have some effect. But that phrase has gone 
to the well too often and has become waterlogged. People 
simply aren't listening any more. 

If Nixon can buy time, we may be ahle to devise some 
way to maintain a decent consensus in a democratic society. 
As a nation, we are not lost — far from it. But we are 
critically ill. Men are going to have to rise above themselves 
or the shadows will close in not only on the presidency but on 
freedom itself.

“One obvious method would 
be to establish a federal 
gasoline tax differential 
between the leaded and un¬ 
leaded product, providing an 
economic incentive for pur¬ 
chase of the latter,” Gunneas 
testified. 

This was precisely Nixon's 
point in proposing the tax. He 
said it would amount to about 
2.3 cents a gallon, and thua 
make unleaded gasoline 
cheaper.

If you can arrange it, thn, 
best times to chooae for a 
seashore holiday are when 
there are low ties in the 
mornings. TTien you can enjoy 
beach fun, inter-tidal zone 
exploring, clamming and 
oyster gathering in the 
mornings. 

By evenings the tide will 
have oome in over warm 
sands, and there will be 
warm swimming (that is, 
warm for these waters) In the 
afternoons. 

Usually when there are low 
tides in ihe morning, there is 
calm water also, but often a 
wind blows up in the eve¬ 
nings, especially on the west 
coast of Vancouver Island. 

Sandy Shore 

The extreme tides don't 
usually mean the best fishing 
tides, and if it is a fishing 
holiday you plan, try to select 
the times when there are 
short tides and regular 
changes. The shorter tides 
also mean there is usually 
some sandy shore to play on 
at moat times. 

If you want to plan your 
vacations for the extreme 
lows and highs, here are 
some of the better times in 
July and August: 

June 2 to 7. lowest .6 feet, 
at Sooke, June 4 at 9:40 a.m., 
a little later as you progress 
around the Island and up the 
east coast, a little earlier up 
the coast on the west. 

Best Months 

June 13 to 23. kmest .4 feet, 
at Sooke, June 20 at 11:10 
a.m. 

July 1 to 4. lowest .8 feet. 
July 2 at Sooke at 8:45 a.m. 

July 17 to 22, lowest .6 feet, 
July 18 at Sooke at 9:10 a.m. 

Aug. 14 to 17, lowest 1.3 
feet, at Sooke at 8:05 a m. 

August tides are not gener¬ 
ally as extreme as in June 
and July, but the last two or 
three weeks of August are the 
best summer fishing months 
just about anywhere. 

Vancouver Island offers a 
wide variety of seashore 
playgrounds, starting with 
picnic spots close to Victoria, 


like Gonzales Beach, Willows 
Beach, Cad boro Bay, Cordova 
Bay, Bazaan Bay, Ialand 
View Beach, Patricia Bay, 
Esquimau Lagoon. Witty's 
Lagoon, and Mill Bay. 

Close to Home 

Camping fun can also start 
close to home. 

Weir's Beach Resort, oper¬ 
ated by Jerry and Joyce 
Ham, is about the closest, and 
those who remember it from 
pest years will get a pleasant 
surprise when they see It this 
year with Its new look. 

After suffering the ravages 
of last year’s winter storms, 
the Ham family has done a 
terrific job of resort building 
and now have plenty of room 
for campers, in tents and 
with vehicles, some with 
three-way hookups. 

Sanitation facilities are now 
good, and there are black- 
topped access roads, game 
facilities, barbecue area, 
heated swimming pool, are 
for big group picnics, good 
boot-launching ramp, to say 
nothing of one of the nicest 
small hard-packed sandy 
beaches on the Island. If you 
don’t know where to find this 
beach, drive out to the end of 
the Metchosin Road, beyond 
Col wood. 

Pedder Bay 

You can camp at Pedder 
Bay if you are a fishing 
family, and later in the 
summer there may be new 
camping facilities at the 
Indian ramp at Becber Bay. 
There are good boat-launching 
facilities a t Becher Bay 
Marina. 

Sunny Shores at Sooke, 
which has always been a 
favorite camping area, is 
taking on a new look this 
summer, with new boat 
launching facilities, docks, 
and rental boats, something 
that has been badly lacking in 
the Sooke area. 

You can launch at Sooke 
Harbor Marina, and some 
fishermen camp in the fields, 
although ft iX not a recognized 
campground. Max Rudiger 
has good camping facilities 


and guide boats at his Sooke 
Bay Resort. His beach is also 
well-known to agate col¬ 
lectors. 

Otter Point 

Juan de Fuea Resort at 
Otter Point is another reaort 
with a new look. 

Caravan Trailer Lodges has 
taken it over as one of its 
proposed chain of trailer and 
camping parks in British 
Columbia, and it has been 
completely renovated with 50 
fully-cerviced units for travel 
trailers, facilities for 150 
campers, tenters and camp 
vehicles, plus 17 mobile home 
sites, and 35 more planned. 

A new innovation to be 
included in the overall plans 
will be 10 prefabricated 
camper cabins to include 
water, cooking facilities with 
propane gas, to be a simple 
shelter to rent at $5 50 a 
night, bring your own sleeping 
bag and food. 

New Cabins 

These prefabricated camper 
cabins will be an experiment 
in the "sleeper” industry, and 
Caravan Lodges plans 10 or 15 
at its Parksville campground 
and more at Penticton. 

Also included at the Juan 
de Fuca campground complex 
at Sooke’s Otter Point is a 
three-car launching ramp, 
recreation room, swings, 
teeter-totters, rope climbs 
and other playground activi¬ 
ties, horseshoe pitch, volley 
ball, pool golf and heated 
swimming pool. 

Beyond Sooke on the west 
coast road there are some 
lovely beach picnicking spots, 
but few places to camp — use 
Sooke area or Port Renfrew 
area as takeoff points. 

Gordon Beach 

Gordon Beach is a favorite 
spot to stop and get first 
glimpse of the Pacific surf 
rolling in to shore. 

Beyond that you can cross 
the Muir Creek bridge, park 
and walk down to the beach 
along the west bank of the 
river. Then it is a delightful 
stroll up the beach for inter¬

tidal exploration on the flat 
sandstone reefs which are 
uncovered at low tides, look¬ 
ing for agates in the sand, or

Jordan River is a favorite 
spot for surfing, and a little 
more than two miles beyond 
Jordan River on the gravel 
logging road to Port Renfrew 
is the trail that leads to China 
Beach. 

Half an Hour 

It is * delightful walk to the 
beach — about 20 minutes 
down, half an hour back up, 
with a spot at the end which 
might be a little steep for 
oldsters, or those unsure of 
their footing. 

The beach Is beautiful hard- 


packed sand. You can splash 
in the surf and at low tide 
you can walk along the 
beaches and boulder strewn 
rocky shoreline to Jordan 
River. 

Midway between Jordan 
River and Port Renfrew, a 
couple of miles beyond Loss 
Creek, a trail takes off for 
Sombrio Beach, another fine 
sandy beach, with a sandstone 
shelf that is ideal for marine 
life collectors at tow tide. 

Port Renfrew 

At ‘Port Renfrew, Botanical 
Beach and the smelt fishing 
grounds are the big beach 
attractions. 

You can now drive to 
Botanical Beach, but It isn't 
nearly as pretty a spot as 
when you had to walk through 
the bush for three-quarters of 
an hour, mostly along a 
rotting and overgrown board¬ 
walk.

One of the sources of 
Irritation to long-distance air 
travellers is limited leg-room 
space. This is usually 
aggravated by the presence of 
hand baggage which can 
nowhere else be stowed away 
in the passenger compart¬ 
ment. 

When Air Canada geta its 
new large-size Jets, this is one 


of the problems which will be 
at least alleviated. 

The new Lockheed L-1011 
jets, which Air Canada hopes 
to put into service In early 
1972, will have an enclosed 
overhead compartment l n 
which baggage can be se¬ 
curely placed, thus providing 
more leg room and elimina¬ 
tion of bits and pieces that 
always seemed to get in 
someone's way. 

It is a funny thing that no 
one has hitherto hit upon the 
simple remedy of simply 
putting a door on these 
overhead racks that in 
present planes can be used 
for only soft articles, such as 
clothes and pillows. 

Concession to leg comfort is 
also made by the other 
important addition to Air 
Canada’s fleet. The Boeing 
747 which Air Canada is to 
take delivery of early in 1971 
will have enclosed overhead 
luggage compartments In its 
first-class section, and will 
have extra foot room through 
wider seat placement in the 
economy class. 

The Boeing has a much 
longer range than the Lock¬ 
heed airbus and Is also the 
larger o t the two new Air 
Canada jets — 365 passengers 
against 270—and wil probably 
be the faster with its 640 
m.p.h. speed. 

The Lockheed, however, has

The Royal Victoria Yacht 
Club said Saturday it will 
make a formal application to 
extend its water lease into a 
waterfowl winter nesting 
ground despite the protests 
of a recreation group, an 
authority on coastal manage¬ 
ment and many area resi¬ 
dents. 

A formal application to 
extend the lease by about 
three acres to the southeast 
will be made to the provincial 
lands department within the 
next two weeks. Commodore 
Oliver Summers of the yacht 
club told the Colonist. 

Floats to accommodate 
another 100 sailboats would be 
placed in the additional area 
which would encompass most 
of the section of Cad boro Bay 
known as Loon Bay. The area 
would have to be dredged to a 
minimum depth of’four feet 
at low tide to accommodate 
its new use. 

The tiny bay. bordered on 
shore by a small Oak Bay 
municipal park and a few- 
large properties, serves in the 
winter as a nesting ground for 
waterfowl and is the site of a 
public beach that is heavily 
used by families in the 
summer. 


“If Ocean Cement Ltd. is 
free to render or withdraw its 
services at will and our laws 
permit them to exercise this 
right, then it should follow 
that the council, its affiliates 
and their members should 
have the right to refuse to 
receive trie products and 
services offered by Ocean 
Cement Ltd. when these 
products and services are 
again made available to the 
industry." 

In some instances, the 
cement industry said it was 
shutting down because the 
construction lockout had 
decreased the demand. Some 
spokesmen, however, said it 
had become impossible to 
get materials required.

On Friday, 22 independent 
contractors from the Duncan 
area charged that the lockout 
was an attempt to break the 
unions. They converged on a 
B.C. Cement Co. plant at 
Bamberton and said they 
wanted to buy 50 bags of 
cement. They came away 
empty handed.

Machine Combats Snore

When someone snores, some¬ 
one alse suffers. 

A 36-year-old Australian 
engineer, Ronald Carr, is only 
too well aware of this. His 
wife. Jill. 36. and a busy 
mother of three, is tils victim. 

But Carr might have the 
answer. He has developed a 
machine to deal with the 
problem by making even 
more noise. 


Carr doesn't claim his 
antisnoring machine solves 
the problem. But it helps the 
victim. 

Carr is an expert in noise 
research and control. His 
noise box — nine inches by 
seven inches — evolves from 
a new technique in noise 
control called sound condition¬ 
ing. The idea is that irritating 
noises can he made more 
acceptable by introducing a 
soft background noise 


“The background noise is 
very faint and the person can 
still hear the original noiSb 
clearly, but it becomes more 
bearable," says Carr 

"It is similar to the situ¬ 
ation when you walk into a 
dark room and someone 
shines a torch (flashlight) in 
your eyes. But if the lights 
are switched on. tlie torch 
doesn't affect the eyes any¬ 
where nearly as much,"

. forgotten man?

MELITO IRPINO. Italy- 
Maybe when the trial opens 
sometime next month in » 
Rome the people here will! 
start talking again about 
Rafaele Minichiello, because 
there really has not been 
anything else very interesting 
to talk about since the 
earthquake eight years ago. 

But right now the 2,000 
people of the town are bored 
with the subject and are busy 


with spring planting and the 
June elections. 

In fact, all over Italy, the 
young Italo-American marine, 
who hijacked a TWA jet from 
Lot Angeles to Rome last 
Oct. 31, is a forgotten man. 

For a moment, at age 20, 
he was a hero. 

"Not here In Melito," Chris 
Caruso said in his bar on the 
comer by the piazza. 

People demonstrated in the 
streets of nearby Avellino. 
Every newspaper and 


magazine dramatized his ad¬ 
venture. Leading film-maker* 
planned full-length features. 
And his mother faced the 
blinding lights of television In 
the elegance of a drawing 
room in one of Rome's most 
expensive hotels. 

But last April, when formal 
charges finally were filed 
against him, some news¬ 
papers ignored the story, 
others gave it only passing 
attention. Carlo Ponti and 
Carlo Lizzani have abandoned 
plans for motion pictures. 

And his mother, Maria 
Giuseppa Minichiello, has 
come home from America. 
She lives in a tiny frame 
cabin near her relatives, 
among the almond trees on a 
rutted farm road and half a 
mile out of town.

She stood the other day like 
the other peasant women, a 
black bandana over her head, 
with a black scarf and dress, 
everything black, smiling but 
confused for she never 
learned English and forgot 
some of her Italian when she 
went away with Raffaele and 
his sister six years ago. 

"The lawyer told her not to 
talk to visitors," a cousin 
explained. 

“I don’t think she can 
either read or write,” a 
neighbor said.

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NUGGET MARIGOLD - (F. W, 
Victoria): You ask how it is possible lo 
boy seeds of tbe Nugget marigolds 
when these flowers are advertised as 
setting no seeds. To answer this I will 
have to turn for a moment to a similar 
situation in the animal kingdom. 

A mule is a hybrid animal, obtained 
by breeding a jackass to a mare, and is 
therefore half jackass and half horse. 
However, the mule is sterile and cannot 
reproduce, so when more mules are 
required, it is necessary to perform the 
original cross again, breeding a jackass 
to a mare. 

The Nugget marigold is also a 
hybrid, a cross between a certain type 
of African marigold with one of the 
dwarf French kinds; this is the first 
time these two breeds have been 
crossed successfully. But like the mule, 
the Nuggets are sterile and cannot 
reproduce — they cannot set seed — so 
when seeds are needed, it is necessary 
for the seed grower to again cross the 
original parents. 

Ordinary plants tend to quit bloom¬ 
ing when they succeed in setting seeds: 
this is wtjy we must make our weekly 
rounds in the garden deadheading our 
plants — picking off the faded flowers 
before they can form seeds The 


Nuggets, incapable of setting seed, 
require no deadheading and keep on 
blooming ail summer long.

the seeding stage. 

Perhaps th*»y were allowed to go dry 
on one occasion, or suffered a slight 
touch of frost, and while they appeared 
to make a satisfactory comeback, 
actually they were damaged irrepar¬ 
ably. Celery Is extraordinarily sensitive 
to any check like this, and the plant 
reacts, sometimes months lafer. by 
running up to seed prematurely.

t KEEPING CHARLIE — lA. G.. 
White Rock) l The bit of creeping weed 
you sent me is Nepeta bederaces, a 
member of the catnip family, as you 
can tell from the aromatic smell of the 
crushed leaves. The plant has a number 
of nicknames and is known variously as 
Creeping Charlie. Ground Ivy and Gill- 
Over-The-Ground. 

With its scalloped dark green leaves 
about the sue erf a silver dollar and its 
little dark blue flowers, the plant makes 
a very good ground cover for places 
where grass will not grow. At one 
time, the old herbalists used the juice 
from the leaves to treat sore and 
itching eyes. 

Creeping Charlie is invasive, though, 
and can become a stubborn weed when 
it gets into the lawn. It can be killed 
without damage to the grass, though, by 
wetting its leaves with one of the 
modem clover and chickweed killers.

1 couldn’t find any trace of insect 
damage or disease on the blades of 
grass you sem me. but what I did 
notice was the white and ragged tips on 
theae leaves of grass. From this I would 
say you are probably using a rotary 
power mower that needs sharpening. 

The whitish coloring of the tips is 
caused by die bruising of the grass by a 
dull blade, while the ragged, tattered 
edge shows that the graas is being tom 
off rather than cut cleanly. If you have 
the blade sharpened. I think you'll 
notice a big difference in the appear¬ 
ance of your lawn.

Monsoon rains miring 
traffic along tbe Ho Chi Minh 
trail have multiplied supply 
problems of the North Viet¬ 
namese, already hard hit by 
the loss of Cambodian bases, 
informed sources in Saigon 
said Saturday. 

The rains always slow or 
halt traffic along the trail in 
eastern Laos this time of 
year. 

The sources said huge 
caches of munition* and food 
uncovered by U.S. and South 
Vietnamese troops inside 
Cambodia presumably were 
intended to tide the enemy 
over the rainy season. 

U.S. field commanders feel 
the current drive into Cam¬ 
bodia, plus five months of 
monsoon rains at the top of 
the enemy’s supply tunnel in 
Laos, wilt reduce sharply the 
Communist command’s capa¬ 
city for large-scale operations 
in South Vietnam. 

Lt. Gen. Michael Davison, 
commander of American 
troops in Cambodia, said: 

‘1 would say that we have 
set them back in the order of 
four to six months. And that's 
just simply looking at the 
impact from a munitions 
point of view.” 

Meanwhile, in Washington, 
the Nixon administration is 
reported prepared to support 
limited South Vietnamese 
military forays into Cambodia 
after U.S. ground troops pull 
out at the end of June.

The charges were made 
May 13 in a Hanoi radio 
broadcast. It said Leather¬ 
necks lined up and killed the 
civilians in the Viet Cong- 
controlled hamlet of Le Bac. 
12 miles southwest of Da 
Nang. 

Tbe investigation began 
April 17, long before the 
broadcast. It is nearing com¬ 
pletion and no Marines have 
been charged, said Cap*. John 
Novak, a 1st Marine Division 
spokesman. 

Novak said Marine investi¬ 
gators found that an un¬ 
specified number of civilians 
had been killed, but “it could 
not be ascertained whether 
the deaths were the result of 
Marine or Viet Cong fire.”

LIMASSOL. Cyprus (AP) -< 
President Makarios placed 
Cyprus’ army and police 
forces on the alert Saturday 
after 70 right — wing nation¬ 
alists raided police head¬ 
quarters in this southern city. 

The president also angrily 
fired severan 'police officers 
on charge of dereliction of 
duty in Friday night’s raid. 
The attackers got away with 
large supplies of arms after 
knocking down the wall of the 
police armory 


The raiders identified them¬ 
selves as members of the 
National Front, which wants 
to link up with Greece. 

After his personal investi¬ 
gation in Limassol, Makarios 
announced that warrants had 


been issued for the arrest of 
26 persons. They included 
three army sergeants, three 
police segeants and two police 
constables. 


Makarios, who is also the 
Orthodox Archbishop of 
Cyprus, escaped an assassi¬ 
nation attenmtvon March 8 
and has sa'id the threat of 
assassination remains. 

The raiders surrounded the 
h c adquarters, overpowered 
the guards and herded them 
and other policemen into the 
cells. 

Then they smashed down 
the armory wall and sired 56 
sub-machine guns, several 
machine guns, 76 rifles and 
thousands of rounds of 
ammunition.

Nixon Proposes 
International 
Seabed Control 


WASHINGTON (CPI — 
President Nixon has proposed 
that all countries renounce 
claims to undersea natural 
resources beyond p. point 
where the water reaches a 
depth of 200 metres, a 
proposal that conflicts with 
the present policy of Canada. 

Nixon said until an inter¬ 
national treaty providing this 
can be agreed on, coastal 
countries should act as 
trustees lor the international 
community in an "inter¬ 
national trusteeship zone 
com prised of continental 
margins” beyond the 200- 
metre — 656 feet — limit. 

* * * 

He also called for an 
international regime that 
would collect royalties from 
exploitation of minerals out¬ 
side the 200-metre line and 
which would establish general 
rules for such exploitation. It 
would protect the ocean from 
pollution. 


He said it is urgent that 
there be a new international 
treaty on the peaceful exploi¬ 
tation of the seabed "because 
nations have grown increas¬ 
ingly conscious of the wealth 
to be exploited from the sea- 
l)cds and throughout the wat¬ 
ers above, and because they 
are also becoming apprehan- 
sive about ecological hazards 
cl unregulated use of the 
oceans and seabeds.” 


But Nixon's announcemwt 
appears to be one more 
coastal disagreement with 
Canada. 

Canada adheres to a Gen¬ 
eva agreement on jurisdiction 
of the continental shelves. 
This says a coastal state has 
jurisdiction over the shelves 
either up to depth of 200 
metres, or to the limit of 
exploitability. 

Canada has emphasized the

Shutdown Study Sought

NANAIMO — Mining has changed a lot since 
the first mine rescue and first aid competitions were 
held in 1914, but according to “Wee” Tommy 
Robertson the dangers haven’t changed. 

Robertson is a mine rescue 
and first aid instructor for the 
mines department in 
Nanaimo and was on hand for 
the 56th annual competitions 
in Nanaimo Saturday. He was 
at Cumberland Mine for 27 
year*. 

In 1909, 32 men were killed 
in a disaster at the Extension 
Mine near Nanaimo. A Royal 
comm ission recommended 
establishment of rescue 
stations and equipment at 
mines. 

The first of the stations was 
built in 1?12 at Nanaimo and 
Feme. Two years later, 
miners were having com¬ 
petitions as part of their 
training and to keep in 
practice in case of disaster. 


N a n i a mo weaver Mrs. 
Fran Holley said; "There are 
several good weavers in the 
area, and as members of a 
guild we would have more 
strength."

The image of the civil 
defence worker wearing a tin 
helmet and blowing a whistle 
may still persist in the mind 
of the general public, but 
(hat's the only place it's to be 
found. 

The agency, which recently 
returned to prominence in 
B.C because of its role in 
making preparations for a 
possible American shipment 
of nerve gas through Juan de 
Fuca Strait, has met with 
persons who feel the civil 
defence movement has out¬ 
lived its usefulness. 


Most of the civil defence 
members are volunteers from 
many walks of life. At the top 
are 40 full-time civil defence 
personnel but all the rest 
donate their own time, includ¬ 
ing the coordinators in each 
municipality. 

“We had more than 300 
activities last year,” Erb 
said, “and that's more than 
one for every working day." 

Most of these were searches 
for missing persons or vic¬ 
tims of plane crashes in 
isolated areas. 

"We not only provide 
trained personnel for these 
searches, but their equipment 
as well," the coordinator 
said. “When anything happens 
then, we're the ones who have 
to replace the equipment." 

Erb cited the example of a 
search for a child who had 
drowned in a sewage treat¬ 
ment plant: “We had to 
supply new clothes and equip¬ 
ment after that search, but no 
one knows it was the civil 
defence who did it.” 


Erb said. “We never hear any 
complaints from them about 
how much good we do when 
it's time to take our money." 

Auxiliary police officers 
attached to regular municipal 
forces are trained and out¬ 
fitted in a province-wide 
program financed by the civil 
defence. 


Another major drain on the 
organization budget is in the 
form of grants which are 
made to assist municipalities 
in the purchase of fire 
engines. 

Other equipment which 
must be kept ready for use 
includes, radios, trucks and 
boats. Facilities for 10 206- 
bed emergency hospitals are 
stored throughout the prov¬ 
ince and can be easily flown 
to the scene of a disaster. 

Despite the many varied 
activities, the most important 
work of the civil defence is its 
training programs to prepare 
persons for disaster work, 
Erb insists. 


John Erh. provincial co¬ 
ordinator, disagrees with this 
opinion and feels such critics 
do not have their facts 
straight. 

"We do have certain ba$ic 
plans and if people had to"oe 
moved out of a special area 
we could do it," he said, “but 
we have no intention of 
evacuating large numbers of 
people." 

for emergency planning, civil 
defence is prepared to step in 
and assist other authorities in 
any wartime or natural 
disaster which may occur, but 
this sort of activity isn't 
everyday fare for the 10,000- 
member organization.

"These aren't just people 
with nothing to do who belong 
to the civil defence." 

Organization of the agency 
begins at the federal level 
and is broken into provinces 
and then municipal units.

fell out of the buggy on the way home. As A* 
Lazo road, was then little travelled, he wasn’t 
found for some hours later and succumbed t# 
jx|>osune as much as injuries. 

Serving as something of a news centre* 
notices of dances as well as funerals appeared 
regularly on the hotel bulletin board. 

A dally hotel ledger maintained by Florenett 
was used not only to Jot down financial 
transactions but served as sort of a diary t* 
record the more important dally events. From it 
we learn that two pounds of butter In 1906 cost 
80c and shoeing a horse was $2. Typical ledger 
entries were: "Nov-1905: First snow of year; Oct- 
1907: Edie’s teeth out; Feb.-OS: J. Gllmor* 
drowned; March-08: J. Reece 7 burled; May-08 1 
Jessie calved; Sept.-08: Egeria (survey ship) in 
from Bering Sea; Feb-09: Momma went away." 
Many entries appear with the name R. P. Rithet 
and it is evident that this Victoria firm wm a 
large wholesale supplier. 

In 1907 Sam Cliff* died and from then until 
the early part of 1*12 Florence carried on alone. 
The Elk Hotel, which had been rebuilt in 1908, 
had taken out a liquor llcenseT'and an adjoining 
hotel. The Port Augusta, was the scene of many 
ball*. Both were stiff competition for the Lora* 
and no doubt Florence was relieved when ah* 
found a buyer. 

Not too much could be learned of the fortune* 
of the Lome under its new owner, Goerge Barlow, 

* It Is believed to have been ekised down for a 
period before the First World War. Then, with th* 
many naval vessels coming to port, buslnesa 
probably picked up again. In the winter of 1916, 
the 102nd battalion was brought to Comox to b* 
stationed on the Spit. Its presence aided business 
and in off duty periods, the soldiers were kept 
busy helping clear snow off rooftops. Apparently 
it was a very rough winter. 

In the spring of 1917 the battalion went 
overseas and prohibition was declared. This Was 
a knock out blow to a hotel like the Lome and 
soon afterwards it closed its doors. It remained 
closed until the hotel was sold again in 1921. Th* 
Elk Hotel with its large dining facilities fared 
much better, but the Port Augustus burned down 
about 1318 and was never rebuilt. 

The next owners were the Fairbums, a coupl* 
who had previous hotel experience In Courtenay,

The present owner of the Lome 
Hotel is convinced that this hotel is 
the i oUlest licensed hotel in British 
Columbia.* It seems that after 
taking over in 1969 , he unearthed 
some souvenirs, while making 
some repairs, that date way way 
back. A check into the ancient his¬ 
tory of the area by way of the 
Archives and Victoria Public Lib¬ 
rary certainly brings nothing to 
dispute the claim. 

It is known that the hotel was built in the 
early 1870s, perhaps earlier. Little is known 
about the builder. John Fitzpatrick, but a liquor 
license was apparently obtained from the first. 

The real history of the L/>rne seems to begin 
with the second owners, for many relatives still 
live in and around Comox. These people were the 
Sam Oiffcs who came to Canada on the sailing 
ship Celistrja in 1862. At that: time Mrs. Cliff* 
was only a girl of six named Florence TInrmston. 
Her parents had arrived in the Comox area to 
take up land and were the second white family in 
the area, Imving been preceded six months 
earlier by the Robb family. 

One family settled near Comox Bay and the 
Harmstons near the Tsolum River, yet in spite of 
distance, the famlUtes oft£n got together. There 
were certain compensations to life in the early 
days. (tome, wild fowl and fish were plentiful und 
the Indians appeared to be no menace. 

One disadvantage — a lack of school facilities 
— led to Florence having to go away to Nanaimo, 
bonrdfng out, in order to get some education. 
When she was just past 16, she returned to marry 
the young man who had been a fellow passenger, 
becoming the first white bride of the district. 
When son I jew was bom, he was the area's first 
white baby. 

The young couple tried farming for n time 
but in 1882 they went into the hotel business by 
taking over llic l/>me. Florence had 17 children, 
Ifl of whom survived, their name# recorded in Um 
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Boat days were eagerly looked forward to, for 
much of the mail and the supplies came in this 
way. The British sailors were a link with home 
foe many of the settlers. One oldlimer recalled 
the sailor suits made for some of the small boys 
by a visiting ship’s tailor. 

Vnriety concerts and an occasional travelling 
picture show made a break in the routine. Some 
old brochures dating back to 1902 showed I he type 
of program. Another brochure dated 1905 
advertised a bill of four pictures for the admission 
price of 25c and 15c. Typical titles read: 
Johnnie's first smoke; Speed vs. Death; and The 
Way of the West. 

Bill McKenzie recalls there used to he a stand- 
up brass bar in the hotel, much enjoyed by the 
strictly mule clientele. A colorful character of the 
day was a Iwchelor veteran of the U-S. civil war 
named lfardy. He played the coronet in what 
was known as the Ilazzle Dazzle Orchestra and 
kept a herd of fairly wild cows in the area 
wliich would now be Point Holmes. 

A regular patron of the Lome, one evening h« 
imbibed a bit too fecely and as a consequence, h* 
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In the days when Great Britain was kingpin in the empire-building business a popular 
pin-pricking tactic, practised by less fortunate nations, became known as “Twisting 
the Lion’s Tail.” In Victoria 75 years ago, a similar game was being played by a rugged, 
fearless group of sealing captains, aimed at knocking some of the lustre off the Stars 
end Stripes.

In point of numbers, it was a 
tone-sided affair, but , the effect of 
the dauntless few on world opinion, 
brought the United States to the bar 
of justice and an end to one of the 
most disgraceful actions by the 
government of the Republic. 

It was a period when injustices by the ruling 
classes was accepted procedure, whether In the 
©verloading of ships, lack of safety regulations in- 
coal mines, In hours ol^work, even for 10-year- 
elds, and the shameful treatment of the poor. 

Alaska had been purchased in 1867 by the 
United States from Russia and the new owners 
assumed that they also took sole possession of the 
expansive waters, known as Bering Sea, with its 
very valuable seal rookeries on the Pribiloff 
Islands. 

For years the Indians on the Queen Charlotte 
Islands and the west coast of Vancouver Island 
bad been taking small catches of seals and sea 
otter and selling the skins to traders. Reports 
reached Victoria that well offshore there were 
large seal herds and in 1874 s schooner, built all 
Sooke and named the Favorite, was fitted out for 
•eating. The habits of the seals were unknown and 
the Fnvorite did not venture very far offshore. 

Each year additional schooners entered the 
•ealing business and they increased their time at 
•ea and the distance covered. In time, they 
traced the course of the seal from the Pribiloff 
Islands, to the Siberian > and Japanese coasts, 
•cross the Pacific hi the coast of California, then 
north past the B.C. Coast and back Into Bering 
Sea to breed. 

In 1883 the schooner City of San Diego, out of 
San Francisco, eased her way through Untmak 
Pass into Bering Sea. determined to extend the 
bunting area and the pay-off for the crew* 

News of the success of City of San Diego 
flashed through- the scaling interests In Victoria, 
San Francisco and Port Townsend. It meant that 
the schooners could lengthen their season and 
bring home larger catches. 

It was had news, however, for the Alaska 
Commercial Company, which figured it had 
exclusive spaling rights in Bering Sea. Further, 
the company had the backing of the United States 
government, in defiance of International law. 

The U.S. revenue cutter Corwin was ordered 
Into Bering Sea to seize any schooners found 
■ealing there. At once, a ruthless program 
resulted in seizure of not only Victoria schooners, 
but, also, those from San Francisco flying the 
U.S. flag. The seized schooners were taken to 
Alaska porta and some of them rotted to pieces. 
The crews were thrown into jail and refused trial. 
When some were released, destitute, they had to 
find their way back to Victoria by devious 
methods. Following seizure of some schooners 
with their boats fanned out sealing, the men were 
left on the cruel sea to perish. 

Before the schooners left Victoria each year 
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the crews were well aware of what their fata 
would be if they were caught by U.S. revenue 
cutters, but, while their families worried, they 
continued to hunt the seals, their only means of 
livelihood. Protests from Victoria availed little. 

The schooners’ captains were an artful crowd 
and devised schemes to outwit the U.S. patrok. In 
3891 they were so successful that residents here 
and in San Francisco laughed over their tactics, 
which included extra canvas to outsail the 
cutters, which were steam-powered, evea to 
refusing to heavc-to when cannon shells passed 
perilously close. They even sailed into Victoria 
with the U.S. marshals who had been placed 
aboard upon seizure to ensure the schooners were 
sailed to Sitka, where one-sided justice would be 
meted out in a hurry. 

This resulted in a meeting between the United

States and Great Britain, which conducted foreigd 
affairs for Canada. The outcome, a "modus 
vivendi," which it was hoped would bring peace 
to sealing and prevent high-handed action by the 
U.S. revenue cutters.

It was my pleasure, when I covered the 
waterfront, to meet many of those robust sealing 
captains and to listen to their hair-raising 
escapades as we sat around the port-bellied stove 
in E. B, Marvin’s ship chandlery on Wharf Street, 
I have never ceased to admire these men, who 
took schooners of less than 100-feet in length, 
manned by 20 men, white or Indian, and 
remained at sea for nine months. They lived on 
what we would consider grim rations and endured 
violent storms, which sometimes capsized their 
schooners with a loss of all hands. 

There is one story which has always stood out 
in my mind. It Illustrates the toughness of thos# 
captains, their oourage when facing the autlwrtty 


td the United States, evea to thumbing toetr mom 
at that great power. 

The character I wish to tell you about, baa 
long since passed front the scene. His name was 
Otto Buckholtz, who was born in Germany la 
1864, and made his first voyage out of Victoria m 
a sealer in command of the schooner Minnie. Tba 
following year, 1892. he put to aea in the Sea I Jon, 
which was to be the centre of an encounter rntth 



the unfair U.S. law. 

It was to be a big year for the Victoria 
•ealing fleet, which brought home 45.385 sldna. 
The fleet then was manned by 952 white men and 
500 Indians, which gives a good indication of tha 
value of the industry to this port. 

It was a bad year, otherwise, u nkss 
■chooners were seized by the Americans. 

Before the schooners left Victoria in January 
to hunt off the California coast, then follow tha 
herds northward into Bering Sea, they had order* 
to rendevouz with a supply ship, the Coquitlam In 
Tonky Bay where they would transfer their skins 
and obtain provisions and supplies. Six o4har 
•chooners rendevouzed there with Sea I Jon. 

Capt. Buckholtz carried out his orders and 
transferred 1.100 skins to Coquitlam, but, instead 
of entering Bering Sea he headed for the Siberian 
coast following word that the hunting was good 
there. There are valuable rookeries on foe 
Commander Islands, 200 miles off that ooeot, 
Russian owned. 

Buckholtz wm unaware that the Coquitlam 
was seized by the Americans, following a second 
rendevouz with Victoria schooners. She had more 
than 30.090 skins aboard and was taken to Sitka, 
where ship and cargo were confiscated. 

Towards the end of his hunt oil toe 
Commander Islands Buckholtz received a aigttal 
from another schooner, which related the capture 
of Coquitlam. He was annoyed at losing the 1,100 
skins he had transferred to her and decided to 
delay his departure for home and, when he had 
picked up another 1,500 skins, he stowed the boats 
and lashed everything down as it was monsoon 
season and a dangerous spot for his little vesseL 

On Sept 13, after two weeks of atomy 
weather and being short of flour and water, Sea 
Lion was headed for Attu Island, the most 
westerly of the Aleutian group, where Buckholtz 
hoped to exchange his surplus of salt port and 
beef for flour. 

When 40 miles off Attu the wind increased to 
gale force and the sea was running mountains 
high. Sea Lion lay too under the smallest inssible 
storm sails. As she drifted to leeward, a top¬ 
breaking sen fell upon her decks, smashing 
everything but the planking. Six hunting boats, all 
the water casks and the ship's galley went by the 
hoard nnd the rudder head was twisted off. 
Hatches and skylights were stove in nnd Sea LAon 
was one-third full of water. Even the heavy Iron 
pump handle, which was held in brackets in the 
cabin front, was washed overboard, leaving the 
pumps aselcss for some time. 

The storm took pity on Sea Uon and began to 
subside and not another drop of water boarded 
her. The next day the sea was well down, with 
the wind fresh out of the nor'west, by which time 
Buckholtz had his ship Well secured and had also 
secured what was left of the rodder, as the lower 
part threatened to wreck the sternpost loose. 

A "sighting" showed thnt Sea Lion had been 
carried 120 miles off course and into Bering Sea, 
which posed n problem for Buckholtz. However,

Buckboltz realized that he had done no wrong 
and that, under existing practice, he would be 
condemned witimut trial in Sitka.

It so happened toat the morning after Sea 
Lion left Sand Point toe Corwin called in and her 
captain, on learning of the audacity of "tho** 
damned Canadians,** said: “Oh, well pick then*- 
up. She oould never weather Mountain Cape h* 
toat hurricane. She’d seek shelter in one of cur 
many harbors. We'D find Sea Lion before dark." 

Corwin conducted a systematic search, but 
Sea Lion was winging her way towards Victoria 
at a steady eight knots. In 10 days she was at 
anchor in her home port ard became big news. 

The story of this darlir* dash was featured tat 
toe London Times and was to become a big factor 
in a call for the Pari* Tribunal, which in 1394. 
was to settle, by arbitration, the rights of ships !■< 
Bering Sea. 

Sealing however, would never be the sam* 
again. Even with toe risk of U.S. interference 
removed, the seal herds showed signs rf 
diminishing and fewer schooners, put to sea each 
year. Prices and east of operation were taldn* 
their toll as welL 

The Victoria Sealing Company, the mail 
operator here, saw the red appearing in their 
books and Capt. William Grant, one of its leaders, 
investigated the prospects of whaling and 
incorporated toe Victoria Whaling Company

The four nation* 
agreed to restrict killing of seals to the Pribiloff 
Islands where the United States would conduct It, 
The sktos would be sold and divided on an agreed 
basis between the four nations.

Our favorite ghost town is 
Camber!arxTs Chinatown. How many 
hears we have spend under blazing 
summer arm, digging deep in the 
swamp Aar bottles and redes we 
dare not recall. But the one-time 
Chinatown which has been described 
as a small Hong Kong afforded us 
the most pleasureable— and profit¬ 
able-treasure hunting of our lives. 

Coal was discovered in Como* 
Valley as early as 1869 but it w«s 
not until Robert Dunemuir inoor- 
pcratod the Union Colliery Co. of 
B.C. Ud.. in 18*. that the town of 
Caro tin l a nd . or Union as it was 
ar ig to a By na med. b e g a n to grow 
from the wilderness. wahin two 
year s , da population had mush¬ 
roomed to 1.000 whites, over 2.000 
Chinese, aad several hnndred 


MocreU. The old losing c hu t ca 
stand alone in the vast slag dump. If 
visitors follow the gravel lane 
leading Into the trees, they win 
discover further evidences of the 
Granby Go's busy ojieratioaa. Scat¬ 
tered throughout the forest are what 
appear to be the dynamited timbers 
of the mine adits, and tlie towering 
pile of bark cuttings which Tikefy ara 
all that remain of the sawmill. 

The story of Extension, another 
former cool town north of X'aiMriraa, 
is one of financial failure and human 
tragedy. Once Extension produced 
1.600 toes of the black gold a day, 
which was shipped by rail_ to its 
sister community, Ladysmith. Be¬ 
tween 1899 and 1901. Extension’s 
yield of coal swelled from 40,000 
tons to the impressive total of 
406,967 tons, most miners lived hi 
Ladysmith, riding the trains doily to 
aad from work fn the mines. 

On Oct. 5. IS*, disaster strati 
in the form of an explosion to No. 2 
mine which claimed 32 live*. The 
rich diggings wer e back to prnrtno 
dsn within a week but, to Iftwi sg 
yean.

Visitors will 
Ibid It hard to Imagine that these 
acre* of barren flatiand were hailed 


long ago as the site of the finest, 
most modem mining community ia 
the whole of Canada. 

Thia was Granby Conan! slated 
Mining, Smelting A Power Co.’* 
Colliery No. L Begun during the 
First World Wa/, Granby, os the 
little community was first named, 
expended rapidly in following years, 
soon boasting up-to-date buildings, 
shady boulevards and well-tended 
lawns and gardens. The picture-book 
settlement Included attractive 
bungalows, mine buildings, a saw¬ 
mill and a two-storey, 76-room 
boardinghouse, all equipped with 
modern conveniences such as elec¬ 
tricity, running water and a sewage 
system. As the town grew to more 
than a hundred acres in area, new 
homes, a department store, theatre 
and paved streets were added. 

The town was so neat, ia fact, 
one cldtimer reminisced, that "If a 
■an spat on the floor he'd get 
warned. If he did it agaia he’d get 
his walking ticket.” 

But, by 1931, Cassidy's coal 
min big days were ended. Five years 
later, the "best company town in 
Canada" was sold at auction. Tba 
fine buildings, homes and garages 
were bought for moving intact or 
dismantling on the spot. Even toe 
highly-praised sewage and water 
system was ripped up, the pqpcs 
being used elsewhere. 

In 1951 little remained of the cmce- 
popular town, tlie tores* steadily 
reclaiming its own. Today eves* leas 
remains to interest visitor*. What 
reins survived the wrecker* aad 
time have fallen victim to the B-C. 
highways department's buDdcnere 
rutting lor gravel. Bones of c on cr et e 
can be found, however, on the right 
side of the road, in the trees. Her* 
and there are abandoned lengths of 
rail from the mine** kmg-vanished 
sailway system.

Warm sunny days and frosty nights 
provide ideal condition for the sap 
to flow. The fir* Canadians called 
it **sweet water ” and although the 
method of gathering sap has 
changed , the maple trees still give 
up their sap somewhat reluctantly , 
a drop at a time. A good tree gives 
up to 40 gallons of sap in one sect- 
sou and h takes about that much to 
produce one gallon of syrup 
(hence the price , which is fairly 
high). Maple syrup is about as 
Canadian as anything can be . . . 
the maple-producing provinces are 
Quebec , Ontario , New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia with Quebec ac¬ 
counting for by far the largest pro¬ 
duction. 


One never qufte forget* the happy events af 
childhood . . . ona of the exciting happenings in 
our household wai the arrival each spring of a 
heavy wooden box holding 100 pound* of maple 
sugar from Quebec. My father's bu*lne*> took 
him to Quebec several times a year after* ha 
discovered the goodness of maple products. 

Our annual box of maple sugar s weetened 
many a meal throughout the year . . . the sugar 
could be metted Into syrup which was wonderful 
on hot cakes. Johnny cake and hot baking powder 
biscuits. Grated, the hard sugar is like iolt brown 
sugar but with its own unique maple flavor. 
Spread thickly between layers of layer cake while 
ttie cake was still hot from the oven was pure 
ambrosia. When cold this cake was covered with 
thickly whipped cream ... no one had aver heard 
of calories in those halcyon days. 

We ate Dm grated maple sugar on pancakes, 
porridge and sprinkled over rice pudding. There 
was no end to its use..

Add to 
creamed mixture alternately with 1 cup of tt»e 
syrup and milk mixture. Beat 2 minutes medlra 
speed with mixer or 300 strokes by hand. Add 
eggs and halanoe of syrup and milk mixture. Beat 
I m mutes more. Pour into prepared pans (or 
pan) and bake about 30 minutes for layers and a 
little longer for larger cake. Test for doneness. 
Cool a few minutes before removing from the 
pans. When cold this may be frosted with maple 
butter icing or with slightly sweetened whipped 
•ream. As this is a rich, sweet cake I prefer to 
use the whipped cream between the layers and on 
top rather than the sweeter butter icing. In cam 
you prefer the butter Icing, here is the recipe.

MAPLE SYRUP BABA ... 1 Tep. sugar. «4 
oup lukewarm water, 1 package yeast or l Tbep. 
bulk yeast, 114 cups sifted all-purpose flour, *4 
eup butter or margarine, K cup sugar, 4 eggs 
beaten and >4 tap. salt. Dissolve the sugar in the 
warm water. Sprinkle the yeast over top and let 
stand 10 minutes. Stir well and beat in *4 cup of 
the sifted flour. Beat well. Cover and let rise for 
about Mi hour or until light. Cream butter and 
sugar, beat in eggs one at a time dten beat In 
remaining flour and salt. Beat until smooth 
Combine with yeast mixture. Turn into greased 
tube cake pan (7 or 8-inch) fining it about one- 
third full. Cover and let rise until dcsible in bulk.

LAST OF THE LINE BOATS 


Adventure Aboard Elaine Gay 


The weather could he miserable, 
but at other times very enjoyable. 
The warm , salt breezes , the lights 
of Port Angeles arul of Victoria , 
the sun coming up over the Olym¬ 
pic Peninsula mml setting over the 
Sooke HHIs , all these form pleasant 
memories of my trips on the time 
boat. 

One night Chariie.Ash and I were waiting f«ir 
a freighter when, rounding the bend of the dock, 
we nw the whole bay was a solid mass pt squid. 


One could have reached down and scooped tv toa 
three to four-inch semi-transparent creatures. 

I had seen squid while diving, but never in 
aucb numbers. 

On another occasion, while waiting for our 
freighter, we drifted with the engine off and 
relaxed in the sun. Charlie gigfated a helpless sea¬ 
gull. It had become entangled with a barbed hook 
and fish line, We scooped it out of the water and 
removed the hook and line, aettang k tree. 14 
wasted no time taking oft. 

Charlie's talents never ceased to amaze me. 
4)ne evening, to pass the time, he brought along 
an old sweater and as we waited toe Da 
ireighter, he proceeded to unravel it and wind the 
wool into a ball. Then, without the aid of a 
pattern, he began to knit himself a pair rf 
mittens. He told me he had learned to knit by 
watching his mother on the farm, many years 
ago. 

I can remember spending considerable time 
just lying on the deck of the Elaine Gay, gaming 
into the water and looking at the marine life 
growing beneath the docks. 

But the weather was not always as kind aa 
#iii. I luid been acting as Line boat helper for 
several years and during that time I had. never 
•pe rated the boat. But the regular operator was 
gning on holiday and I was promoted for two 
weeks' duration. 

My first trip was a daylight one and I was 
given an apprentice to help handle the lfnes. We 
rounded the marker at the entrance to the 
harbor, we were met by a w«t of white water, 
the young apprentice became quite agitated and 
sskd me If it was safe. I must admit that during 
my times on the line boat I bad never seen it as 
rough, but with a straight face I assured him it 
was quite often as bad as feat. The freighter was 
•ancetled due to the weather and we were sent 
back. • 

Most of the time, toe tying up af the 
freighters was routine, but there were exceptions, 
such as the time we had already taken the bow 
Mne ashore and had made our way to the stem. 
With s boat hook, I pulled in the heavy stern line 
and hooked It over our towing dcat, and this too 
we took ashore. The freighter, abreast of the 
dock, was still a long way out Using both bow 
and stem lines, she began wiaehing herself la. 
meanwhile we took the metal spring line ashore. 

Returning to the outside of the freighter, we 
pnsaed under the wntersoaked how line. It 
dropped like a rock and I looked up just In time 
to cateh Its full weight right on the end of my 
beuk. The heavy manila rope just missed the 
bark of Charlie's head, but it knocked me flat on 
my seat on the bottom of the open owkpit. My 
nose felt numb, I was sure It was broken and 
blood flowed copiously. Charlie laughed uproari¬ 
ously. It's a grind thing my nose wasn’t really 
broken or he would probably have had hysteric*. 


( 

Fkldie had to fish him out of the water. The poor 
man later came duwn with pneumonia as ■ result 
of his dip. 

Having no success at starting toe engine, 
F.ddie asked that a message be sent ashore by 
ship's radio, but unfortunately toe operator'* 
English wax somewhat lacking, and the message 
was a complete tool up. So the Wlttchens had to 
spend the night aboard. 

By this time, Eddie's wife was Blinking of 
taking out Greek citiaenahip papers as the 
freighter was bound for Greece early the next 
morning. Meanwhile, her mother, babysitting with 
the Wittchm children, was quite convinced that 
the Elaine Gay had sunk. But next morning. 
Eddie's much relieved wile was ahle to tear up 
her application tor citizenship when the pilot boat 
cams alongside and towed Hie Elaine Gay hack to 
the dock. 

A passenger liner, leaving Vancouver had 
aboard one extra guest, a woman who hnd tailed 
to leave the ship on time. Radioing abend, it was 
arranged to- have toe Elaine Gay meet toe liner 
and bike off the excess passenger. The line was 
to continue on its way, only slowing down enough 
foe the woman to come aboard the small boat. 
Chur lie Ash was operating the Elaine Guy and 
had to keep puce alongside the liner while die 
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For months after, toe mere thought of my 
misfortune was enough Co start him off roaring 
with laughter. 

Another adventure Involving the Elaine Gay 
happened when Eddie Wlttcben hod lieen talking 
supplies and i»assengers to a Greek freighter 
anchored off Royal Roads for more than a week. 
Ulis particular night Eddie was taking toe 
captain back to Che ship, and as it was a warm 
summer evening, he invited his wife along for U>e 
trip. 

Arriving at toe ship, Eddie and his wife were 
Invited aboard for refreshments, so they tied the 
Elaine Gay next to the metal bidder and made 
their way to the captain's quarters. After a social 
Interval, they returned to their boat, only to find 
it half tilled with water. A discharge from the 
freighter hnd emptied into the boat and 
completely soaked toe engine. A crew member 
was sent down to help pump out the water and 
give a hand ut getting toe engine sjarted. 

But the Greek crewman fell overboard, and 
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passenger ettmbed down a rope ladder to the ope* 
•ookpit. 

Faced with this ordeal, the poor woman 
ottered to pay her passage to wherever the liner 
waa bound, but as she had no passport, she was 
refused. One of the ship's officers went down the 
ladder first, placing iier feet on each rung of the 
swaying rope ladder, while the terrified woman, 
clutching the rungs, Inched herself down. When 
■he finally made It into the cockpit of the Elaine 
Gay, a great cheer went up from the passengers 
crowding the rails to watch, and everyone waved 
as the Elaine Gay headed towards Victoria. 

One amusing story of the Elaine Gay 
happened one summer during my apprenticeship. 
The seineboat fishing fleet was in for week-end 
repairs. One of the operators of a seineboat skiff, 
the small molar-powered, flat-bottomed boat that 
takes out the end of the seine net, took a fancy to 
the Elaine Gay’s horn. The old hand-cranked horn 
was mounted on the trunk cabin just ahead of the 
steoring wheel. It emitted a dreadful noise, 
■imilnr to that of an old car. 

The fisherman was both persistent and 
persuasive, and the horn finally ended up 
mounted on the seine l>oat skiff. At the rate the 
delighted fisherman was cranking the handle as 
he left for the fishing grounds, I doubt the horn 
tested the season. 

The Inst line lx>at in use was the Neepawa, 
built at McKay Corniack to replace the Elaine 
Gay, which had been sold. 

The name Neepawa. a Croc Indian word 
meaning Abundant or Plenty, was chosen by 
Charlie Ash, and the lxxit was christened with a 
bottle of champagne by his wife. The Neepawa is 
still in use as a work boat at McKny Cormack. 

Fred Gardner told me of the time he and 
Charlie were out to meet a freighter one windy

day. A tug was waiting at the entrance to the 
harbor until the freighter came in sight, to assist 
In the docking. 

As the Neepawa made her way towards the 
breakwater, site was being tossed about In the 
rough sea, and Charlie Itegan to turn her away 
from the docks to avoid the heavy backwash. As 
the bow of the Neepawa came up, the steering 
wheel came loose, leaving Charlie holding the 
wheel. The after compartments were sealed tight, 
end there was no way of getting to the quadrant 
to Steer the cruft. Fred rushed into the cabin and 
found the woodruff key and the sprocket lying 
down beside the engine. 

While Charlie tried to line up the steering 
wheel. Fred worked frantically In the semi- 
darkness to fit the key and sprocket to the chain 
steering. The Neepawa was drifting sideways, 
getting dangerously close to the shore. To make 
matters worse, the rudder flopped back and forth 
with the waves, making it o<en more difficult to 
fit the coupling. Fred's hands were cut and bleed¬ 
ing, but he finally managed to get the sprocket 
on, and the Neepawa had steerage again. 

Making their way hack to the yard, Fred sat 
In the cabin, holding the sprocket In place, as 
they had no tools aboard to tighten the set screws 
that secure the sprocket. When they finally made 
It back, Fred remarked to Charlie: “It's so rough, 
the freighter won’t attempt to dock tontght. and 
If you go out, you'll go alone, I've had it for 
tonight!" 

During the peak years, the line boats docked 
over 300 ships a year, and although it's only a 
guess on my part, the line boats must have 
helped dock some 6.000 freighters over the years. 
Nowadays, freighters are larger and tugs have 
taken over the duties of the line boats. In 
•ssisting the dockings. 

The Neepawa, last of the line boats. Is still in 
active service as a work boat for McKay 
Cormack, and is si 111 called out occasionally to 
take supplies and technicians to freighters 
anchored off Royal Ronds. If a stowaway is 
discovered aboard a liner, the Neepawa is sent 
out to bring the culprit ashore. 

Freighter traffic in Victoria has decreased 
orer the last few years, and although there is - 
constant talk of updating the docks, they are 
exactly aa they were in my time cm the line 
boats. Due to time, they have, of course, 
deteriorated. 

And so the line boat, another colorful addition 
to Victoria’s waterfront history, becomes a 
antalgic memory of the past.

compensation. The Victoria Sealing Co. sought 
8450,000 and individuals sought varying minor 
•mounts. I aided some of the captains, who had 
long since left sealing, prepare their claims, 
though none of them were optimistic over the 
outcome. Indirectly, they had had to turn from 
sealing to other' occupations but this wm due 
principally to the lack of seals. 

In the end most of these claims ended up in 
the same bed as the award made at Paris in 1895, 
when the U.S. Secretary of State agreed to pay 
Canadian sealers 8425,000 as compensation for the 
seizure of a score of schooner* and the injustice* 
worked on the seamen. When the U.S. Congress 
was asked to ratify its Secretary of State’s deal. 


it refused. 

Through the sordid workings of the United 
States during the life of the sealing industry, the 
courage of the men who sailed the Canadian 
schooners was a shining example to their 
cwmtrymen and can, even at this late date, nab* 
us feel proud. 

Perhaps the men who ndw have to eataMUb 
Canada's undisputed sovereignty of the Arctto, 
should remember what happened to our aealett. 
when commercial interests dictated government 
policy. It’s not seals this time, but oil. nursed tv 
powerful Interests in our good neighbor to to*

Friend of the Indians

Turning off the rood, I drop/ted sltncly into a 
rough, stone-strewn trail, across which a trickle of 
running water bubbled. Beyontl , a tiny shingled house, 
brown and weathered, peeked out from behind a pro¬ 
tective tangle of brier and bramble bushes. 

Reaching the front door of 5015 Rocky Point 
Roatl, 1 opened it. Imaged loudly, called out: “ Hello! 
Anyone home?” and waited . This, I had been told, was 
the proper way to introduce myself. 

After a long pause, 1 heard a slow, cultured voice 
call softly: “Come in.” 


METCHOSIN MAN RECALLS 
TURN-OF-TH E-CENTURY DAYS 
AS TEACHER IN PRIMITIVE PRAIRIE 
INDIAN SCHOOLS 


Una was my first introduction to 
a venerable, elderly person, a 
notable figure from Canada's early 
Twentieth Century, a gentleman wha 
can truly lay claim to the title: 
"Friend ol the Indian." 

Percy H. Gentleman, who will be 
45 la a few months time, first asm 
to Onoda In 1904, at the age of If. 
He was bom In Whits table, Kent, 
where his father waa a doctor. He 
was 15, with three younger bmUiers, 
when hia father died, leaving not 
much to his wife and family but 
uncollected and mostly uncoliectabie 
doctor's bills. 

The young Perry, wishing la 
become a school teacher, hut 
without the necessary funds *t* 
Oxford or Cambridge universities, 
settled for a peculiarly English 
institution — the pupil-teacher. This 
meant lie went to school for half-a- 
day. then taught primary school the 
other half. No salary, uf course. 

At the end <rt four years. Percy * 
got ■ Job teaching at Croydon 
Grammar School, a $200-a-year-and- 
fced-yourslf proposition. He found 
hr was not able to save much to 
help his beleagured mother with the 
upkeep of three young boys. 

At this time, the Brier War was 
just ending, and the Canadian ’ 
government, under Sir Wilfred 
l>aurier. Was advertising the “great 
ojjportunltles" for English school 
teachers in Canada where salaries 
could reach $50 a month. 

Percy got n brainwave. He would 
emigrate to Canda where he would 
make hia fortune, send back money 
to his mother. At the very least, he 
would be master of his own fate. 

No thought of Indiana entered 
Percy’s head at this time 

In 1904, the all-inclusive fare 
from London, England, to Winnipeg, 
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Man., was eight jiounds, 10 shillings, 
roughly $42. 

When Percy quit the grammar 
■ohool, he had three pounds in his 
pocket. Somehow, his mother pro¬ 
duced three more; the vicar of the 
parish managed to collect five 
pcNMids on an old doctor debt of his 
lather. Percy sold his bicycle for 25 
shillings. Then ho sailed. 

It was spring time, 1S0C. 

The first of many hard facts of 
ltfa hit Percy in Winnipeg. He 
learned that Canada's provincial 
governments had laws o t their own. 

indejaendent of federal regulations. 
Ha was told by the Manitoba depart¬ 
ment of education: “You cannot 
teach In this province without 
qualifying through Normal School.’’ 

Clutching desperately to his $8. 
Percy sat in his hotel room, 
anxiously studying the Help Wanted 
columns In the Free Press. Fbr 
sure, there were Jobs Men were 
wanted for the Royal Northwest 
Mounted Police at $1 a day, but 
“must be able to ride a horse.” 
Percy had never been on a horse in 
his Ufa. Carpenters were wanted for 
a bridge gang, railway section 
hands, tinsmiths, elevator men and 
other opportunities for practical men 
were there, but the green young 
man from Kent, his head brimming 
with idealism, knew only that he 
wanted to teach. 

The last ad in the rojumn was a 
llfesaver for Percy. .A teacher was 
wanted hv the federal government to 
teach Indian children at the Indian 
day school , at Fairford, by the top 
of fjike Manitoba. The salary was 
$25 a month Percy nppiled, was 
acoepted ami 'told that if he learned 
the Cree language and stayed 21 
.years with the Indian department, 
he would get jiromotlons and a 
pension. 

Thus Percy formed an associa¬ 
tion with the Indian people and with 
the Indian department which lasted 
for almost 30 years. The pension, 
however, w.us never to materialize. 


. It was at Fairford that Gentle¬ 
man, the idealist, his young sense of 
decency and fair play outraged by 
ih£ wild and deplorable conditions of 
the neglected Indians, decided that 
hia future in Canada lay with the 
Indian children, and his mission in 
life was now to imjxirt some 
elementary knowledge to the young 
Indian minds, and try to lift the 
poverty-stricken people U|*wards 
from ther degradation. 

How well. Gentleman succeeded 
la illuminated by his annual Christ¬ 
mas mail when he receives letters 
and cards from some of his earlier 
Indian pupils now 50 years old and 
more, who write thanking him for 
his teaching and guidance when they 
were so young, and wishing him well 
in his old age. 

When Percy Gentleman first 
went to Fairford in 1904, he lived in 
an Indian shack, slept on a bed of 
boards with a rabbit-skin robe for a 
blanket, and ate nn unchanging diet 
of white fish, potatoes, fried moose- 
meat, rabbit stew and wild berries. 

Percy laughed as he told me of 
his first journey through the north¬ 
ern bush. "When the shaky train 
finally reached the end-otateel, 
there was no stage coach. I had to 
set out on a 200-mile walk, carrying 
my hag. Thank goodness, there 
wasn't much In It." 

"It took me 12 days to reach 
Fairford. The toad petered out to a 
trail. Twice I got lost and slept in 
the thick bush to get some protec¬ 
tion from the cold. I didn't took like 
much when I got to Fairford. My 
suit was muddled and tom, my light 
overcoat crumpled and the up|iers 
had left the soles of my boots. But I 
still had nn my bowler hat.” 

Percy's title In hia new Job waa 
teacher-missionary t o the Cree 
People of Northern Canada. 

After four years at Fairford, 
Percy returned to ■ England. Hi* 
timing was good There wus a rate 
war on between *hc Atlantic steam¬ 
ship companies and he bought a 
ticket from Winnipeg to Ijmdon for 
$10. 

Once back in England, Percy 
didn't waste any time. He sat for hi* 
BA degree, got it, then proposed to 
a young I-ondon lady, Grace Cress- 
well, When Percy talked about 
returning to the Indian tribes of 
Western Canada, she, like Barkis In 
Dickens' David Copperfiold, 'was 
wHlln.' 

For the next 23 years, the 
Gentleman's travels through Carv

Percy's tongue All the pasta had 
one common denominator—Inites 
children. 

Sometimes, the W4 would be a 
day school; at others, a hoarding 
school. Percy would teach, keep ths 
farm records and play his baas 
fiddle tor school concerts. Grass 
would ba the matron. 

Thing* did not always keep to 
schedule. Incidents did occur. Percy 
smiles as he recalled the night two 
older Indian girls were discovered 
to-be missing from their beds during 
night inspection. ”1 found them in 
the boys dormitory, hiding under a 
couple of beds,” he said. “They 
were naked and had covered their 
bodies with colored chalk — red, 
yellow, green and blue" 

“We were only going to show the 
hoys the ‘Sun Dance,’ ” they ex¬ 
plained. Percy marched them both 
to the bathroom and locked them In. 
Next morning, he dealt out the first 
strapping ever heard of at the 
Barefoot Indian Reserve. 

I asked Percy how his life cunt 
to be so dedicated to the care and 
education of Indian children. “Well, 
you might any I got Into it by 
accident when I first arrived 1 b 
W inning, i n 1904, and began to read 
the Help Wanted ad*. I found out 
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In the make-tlo days 
of the last century our 
seemed to find satis- 
hardy pioneers always 
factory finiuvri to 
their problems. In 
1867 when Thomas 
Ellis , Penticton 1 s first 
settler , needed a wagon 
he made the wheels 
from rounds cut from 
a log. This first wagon 
is in the Penticton 


museum.

that I liked the children. At first, I 
felt very sorry for them, liecause 
they were so little and unoered for. 
Tlwy all seemed to be no des¬ 
perately hard up. Later, when I had 
learned the Cree language, J enjr^ed 
teaching them. They were com¬ 
pletely different from white chil¬ 
dren. Simplicity was the key In 
teaching them.” 

Gentleman has many memories 
to warm his later, lonely years. 
Once, when he and his wife were 
proceeding to a new school on the 
Three Goats Reserve at the tip of 
northeastern Saskatchewan, part of 
the Journey was by lake boat. It was 
to the fall of the year, and cold. 

Mrs. Gentleman had a new 
aluminum hot water bottle. She took 
It down to the galley to get it filled. 
The boat cook, a pro|>er London 
eockney, whistled: “Blimey, ain't 
seen once since I left Lunnon. That 's 
the kind to ’ave. ’Ot as ’ell, and 
never leaks." 

While teaching in northern Mani¬ 
toba, Percy remembers meeting a 
retired English army officer who 
had seen service through the Sudan 
and Indian campaigns. Compara¬ 
tively young, he had taken his 
discharge, travelled to Canada and 
•larted a horse ranch. He married 
an Indian girl. They had one son". 

Apparently, when the First World 
War broke out, the English officer 
set out In the dead of winter with an 
old Indian guide and six dogs, to 
leach Winnipeg en route to rejoin 
his old regiment in England. 

They were never seen again. 

The officer had left a locked brief 
aase with his Indian wife and

Instructed her to open it if he ever 
failed to return. She had lost the 
key, so took the case to Percy 
Gentleman for help. 

Inside, was a oopy of the couple's 
marriage certificate, his English 
address. 20 ten-pound notes and, 
hidden to the back of the case, 50 
golden sovereigns. For his family, In 
case of emergency. 

"This officer was on outstanding 
person,” Percy said, "extremely 
conscious of his moral obligation to 
the Indian.” 

To continue the story, the young 
son Joined the Royal Air Force and 
was shot down; the Indian mother 
died suddenly and the officer's 
English estate was held in «us- 
penion. 

Two years later, Percy was told 
that an English firm of lawyers had 
advertised for 32 months In the 
Ottawa newspapers, offering a 
reward of 5,000 pounds for informa¬ 
tion on the officer. Percy got in 
touch with them, received the 
reward and used the money to buy a 
house for his elderly mother back in 
England. 

The Gentlemans spent seven 
years at the Saugren Indian 
Reserve, by the shores of Lake 
Huron. While there, they received a 
visit from a rich London aunt of his 
wife. Distressed by the appalling 
travel conditions, this lady, strong- 
minded and opinionated, Informed 
they she was going to buy them a 
ear. 


At the car dealer’s, Percy 
favored a touring model. "No,” said 
the aunt, "with a touring car, yoo'H 
be carrying every Indian In the 
cowitry. Tm buying the car, ao I’ll 
chooae.**

I do not think the baler was 
made from the drawing and 
description. Rather it was built 
as they went along and years 
afterwards George Bats tone, in 
retirement, amused himself by 
putting Ms memoi-iei on paper 
together with the description and 
sketch based on s study of the 
old photograph. 

It is not necessary to write at 
length into the step by step 
description of how to build a 
baler since another one like It 
will ne v er be made. It is enough 
to write that the box lik* 
structure (the bottom front 
section is shown lying on the 
ground) was filled with hay 
solidly tramped down. The bale 
ties were then poked between 
the planks with a forked stick, 
the top cover placed and the hay 
compressed by both men tight¬ 
ening the ropes of the press with 
a sort of a capstan —• a Spanish 
windlass. 

Slow perhaps, but affective 
and satlfylng to the builders. 
The crude bales were pushed out 
after tying and they made a far 
better load than loose hay for 
hauling over the 10-mile rough 
road from the Thynne Ranch to 
Granite Creek. 

Such were the problems our 
early pioneers faced and over¬ 
came. What sort of men were 
they? Well, George Bats tone was 
a master plumber from Boston, 
Mass., and Jack Thynne, a son 
of the Reverend Arthur Chris¬ 
topher Thynne, Canon of Truro, 
Cornwall, and Gwenllan Eliza¬ 
beth Kendall, who were married 
by Canon Thynne In West¬ 
minster Abbey in 1859. 


The lady picked out a coups, a 
Dodge coupe. Remember the mods!. 

Shortly after, Percy Gentleman, 
growing older and becoming some¬ 
what dissatisfied with the Indian 
department to Ottawa, sent tn his 
resignation and asked for his 
retirement pension. It was quite a 
shock to Percy when he received a 
letter from Ottawa informing him 
that pensions for Indian teachers 
had been abolished, that he was 
fired, but that he would get two 
months' severance pay. 

Here, old Percy sook his head In 
bewilderment. "At first. I Just 
couldn't believe it. I still can't 
understand it. Hie Indians had been 
my life, my whole life. Sometimes, I 
spent all my pay buying school 
b>K>ks, pencils and treats for them." 

In 1933, loading their meagre 
!>r«sessions to the Dodge coupe toe 
Gentleman crossed Canada by way 
of Wlnnifieg to the Pacific coast. 
“We were just tired of the cold 
winters. The trip was rough,” 
Percy recollected. 

"We didn’t stop until we reached 
Victoria. There, wc sold the old 
Dodge and my baas fiddle, and 
bought this acreage at Metchoain. 
We didn't have much In the way of 
worldly possessions, but at least we 
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In 1871 when Frederick Brent 
filled the needs of what Is now 
the Kelowna district by building 
a grist mill he bought the stones 
In San Francisco. They were 
ferried by sea to Esquimalt, 
across the Strait end up the 
Fraser to Yale. From there by 
wagon to Savona's Landing then 
by aiver to Fortunes — now 
Enderby — by wagon to toe 
head of Okanagan Like and 
since that was the end of the 
road the mill stones were londed 
Into a boat borrow**! from 
Kelowna pioneer, Iajc Girouard, 
and rowed the 40 miles to 
L’Anse au Sable, now Kelowna, 
by Nitaskct, an Indian. 


When toe HMS Sparrowhawk 
was rejigged a barkentlne In

had complete peace of mind tot our 
Metchoain garden and from the 
continuous flow of mall from our 
now grown-up Indian pupils, saying 
they do not forget their old Ook-L- 
moo — Cree for teacher. 


Percy Gentleman has been a 
widower for III years. His wife, 
Grace rests In the quiet, tree-shaded 
Anglican churchyard of St, Mary toe 
Virgin, tn Metchoain. At 85. his cnoe- 
erect, broad-shouldered figure now 
stooping; his thick black hair now a 
wispy white, and his long, free step 
now a slow shuffle, Percy presently 
Mvee quietly by himself. ' 

Today, his old-age pension Is 
bigger than his salary was while 
teaching the Indian children. 

To Ook-l-moo, his g r e a*t e s t 
pleasure lies In recalling the dark, 
shining eyes and lively chatter of his 
little Indian pupils in the days gone 
by. 
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1873 and her engine left on toe 
beach the first steam sawmill on 
Burrard Inlet was powered by a 
naval veaael'a cast-off engine. In 
toe same year the Otter, a slde- 
wheeied scow, plying toe Inlet, 
was driven by a thrashing 
machine engine with steam from 
a locomotive boiler. The Otter 
was always a bit troublesome to 
liandie since she had no reverse. 


At least these people had 
something to work with beside 
their natural ingenuity, but in 
Granite Creek days, the 1890s, 
when Jack Thynne and George 


Batstone of Otter Valley needed 
baled hay for their packatock 
and for sale they had to start 
from scratch. Both those men 
ltad heard about baled hay but 
neither one nor toe other bad 
ever seen a baler. 


Among the late Geocge 
Batstone’s papers were three 
frxtiscap pages and a dimen¬ 
sioned sketch del ailing a de¬ 
scription of how to bufid a 
baler. Fortunately, too, there 
was an old photograph of the 
rig which showed the two 
builders pressing a bale.

Brit tab Columbia Game F'lsh 
floes nt tell many- secrets about how 
to fish, or where to fish, but its 
stones and illustrations about rain¬ 
bow trout, cutthroat trout, pink 
salmon, coho salmon, steclhead, 
ehinook salmon, whitefish, Dolly 
Varden, kokanee. eastern brook 
trout, brown trout, lake trout and 
Arctic grayling are excellent and 
will whet the appetite of any would- 
be fisherman. 

This is a book that is a MUST for 
every British Columbia angler’s 
bookshelf. 

For the most part the authors 
ere well known to outdoorsmen in 
this province through their writings 
in Gnmdle’s Western Fish and 
Game magazine, or. through their 
other activities. F.ach exposes con¬ 
cern about the future of his own 
favorite species of game fish, but 
that fat not the main theme of this 
book. Among other things this book 
is a re-assessment of fishing today. 

Jim Kllburn, a fly fisherman and 
writer, tells about rainbow trout and 
cutthroats. 

Pete Broomhall is a teacher and 
professional outdoor writer, and he 
tells about pink and coho salmon 
and steel)lead. 

Lee Straight Is well known as 
outdoor editor of the Vancouver Sun 
and he tells about Chinook salmon, 
particularly about the 65 1 ,4-pound 
tyee he landed at Gomox. 

“Whether blowing on your hands 
lo keep warm at Horseshoe Bay s 
hole-in-the-wall on a bitterly damp 
April day, or trolling under a 
blistering late July sun at Nahmint 
Bay in Albemi Inlet, you never know 
when you’ll meet your lifetime top 
salmon ... a chinook salmon of 
eourse,” says Straight. 

Dave Stewart is a non-stup 
outdoors man from the Penticton 
area and a frequent writer of maga¬ 
zine articles. Ife tells about white- 
flat), Dolly Varden and kokanee. 


Howard Paish was the tireless 
director of tljo B.C. Wildlife Federa¬ 
tion until lie retired to-be a 
recreation consultant. He describes 
the sporting qualities ol eastern 
brook trout. 

Dave Hum is a fisheries biologist 
from Vancouver Island, now at 
Penticton, and has been a frequent 
fishing and outdoors companion of 
this reviewer. He contributed the 
chapter on brown trout, and he 
writes mainly about the Cowiehan 
River which he understands-so well. 

"I believe the brown trout is a 
quality game fish that deserves 1o 
be considered a candidate for other 
watersheds," he says. 

“In my view, insects are abso¬ 
lutely vital to the Cowiehan brown 
trout. And I do not accept the long 
standing accusations that browns 
are overly predacious and a threat 
to native species. From my obseiva- 
tions on the Cowiehan, I would 
argue that the brown trout is no 
more predacious than the native 
cutthroat. It is at least certain that 
the brown is primarily insectivorous. 

Hum does pass along a little 


advice about how and where to 
catch browns on the Cowiehan. 

“Among the Cowiehan River 
oldtimers are a group from Victoria 
who wouldn’t think of fishing for the 
browns during daylight hours. They 
often make their appearance on 
Friday evenings. TTiey merely sit 
reading books or listening to the 
radio until the 10 o’clock news. Then 
they go fishing. ’Dioy know the 
water; they know the rocks; and 
they know the back-east hazards. 
They muck about in the dark with 
great Dusty Millers and White 
Moths, and they catch great tackle- 
straining browns," he confides. 

Harry Lomax Is a resident of 
Prince George and fishes extensively 
in northern British Columbia. 
Naturally, he writes about lake trout 
and Arctic grayling. 

Grundle's full-page color illustra¬ 
tions at the front of the book fea- 
turin^^^.bow trout, Chinook, stoel- 
hcaif trout, coho salmon, coastal 
cutthroat trout, and brown trout are 
outstanding and worth the price of 
this book in themselves. He also has 
50 black and white Illustrations 
throughout the book.

To record this undertaking would, 
on the face of it, aeem to be a 
comparatively simple matter, but 
the task appears to have been, in a 
literary sense, as difficult as the 
feat itself. 

The core of the book consists of 
the talk exchanged daring the flight 
between the astronauts and the 
ground controllers, given here for 
the first time accurately and In 
sequence.

Gene Farmer and Life staff writer 
Dora Jane Hamblin, spent months 
actually living with the astronauts 
and their families.

In An English Country Garden 


On cdmost any day of the week 
rmri at almost any time of the year 
the oW-iwirW garden at Femie 
Farm resounds to the happy sou nils 
of people e n joying themselves , 
the laughter of children and the 
homely sounds of the afternoon tea 
riitutl. The Fernie sisters are serv¬ 
ing their Devonshire cream teas 
for which they are famous in f io 
toria and , indeed , even farther 
afield. r 

The name on the garden gate read* “Rorke’s 
Drift" although the property * more ueually 
known a* Femie Farm, the home of Mary and 
Daj«hne Femie on William Head Road. They 
explain that they and Iheir mother bought the 
projierty around the year 1943 from a Mr. and 
Mi** Swallow who in turn had bought It from a 
Major Orchard who had fought In the battle of 
Rorke's Drift in South Africa, hence the name on 
•he garden gate. 

The Fernie sisters were bom in Kamloops 
where their father, William Istwis Fernie, was an 
Inspector with the B.C. provincial Police. He 
came from C’heshire, England, his wife from 
London, but the daughters quite firmly say they 
•re Canadians. Miss Mary Fernie trained as a 
Burse at the Royal Inland Hospital, Kamloops, 
and nursed there and in Williams Lake, New 
Westminster and Victoria. Miss Daphne took a 
•nurse at the Academy of Useful Arts and during 
toe war worked at B.C. Forest Products in Now 
Westminster. In Kamloops they farmed, more or 
tew for fun, and raised polo ponies. 

Upon the death of their father the girls and 
toeir mother decided they would like to live on 
Vancouver Island and they also decided they 
would go in for poultry farming, so Mary spent 
many weekends looking for suitable property 
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•round Victoria. Eventually, through a friend, 
they found and purchased Rorke's Drift on what 
was then known as Quarantine Road. 

There wers buildings suitable for Iheir 
purpose so these enterprising girls purchased 200 
Light Sussex hens, later changing over to New 
Hampshire*. Tt»eir eggs are a rich brown color 
and most people prefer brown eggs if they can 
get them, remarks Mi* Daphne. 

Two years after the start of the brave new 
venture Mary Femie bought two goats. They 
already had a cow and they began iraising calves 
on the goat's milk. They planted gardens and sold 
vegetables and fruit. There were many chores, 
cows to milk, chickens to feed, lawns to be out, so 
neighboring school boys came to help and they 
still do. The sisters prefer to look after the 
animals themselves. 

In the early days people passing on their way 
to the beach would inquire at the farm if there 
was anywhere they might obtain a cup of tea and 
this pianled a seed in the minds of the Fernie* 
which was to bear fruit for many years to come. 
They began serving their famous Devonshire 
cream teas in the*r garden. Even before that they 
had made their own lee cream and sold lee cream 
sandwiches. 

Devonshire weana Is unkyuc In this part of ths 
world and few people visiting Fernie Farm fail to 
come hack again, usually bringing friends. One of 
the nicest things about these teas 1s the silver 
teajxit, snuggled tn a knitted co6y. "We had so 
many silver teapots which had been handed down 
in the family,” smiles Miss Mary, "it was one 
of the masons for starting our teas." 

The colorful English china, silver spoons and 
hot water jugs, the delicious hot buttermilk 
scones ahd strawberry jam and, of course, the 
Devimshire cream, all add up to a moat pleasant 
exjierience. 

The Fernie* learned to make the cream from 
a friend in Kamloops who came from Devon. It is 
best, says Miss Daphne, in the spring, when the 
grass is lush and green and of course must be 
made from whole milk which is almost 
unobtainable these days. 

Mary and Daphne Femie do most of the 
gardening themselves and It retains all the charm 
•nd peace of a truly English garden. It is not one 
of those well-manicured gardens — the beds. In 
spring, are a mass of tulips, primroses red and 
yellow, hyacinths, narcissus, bluebells and forget- 
me-nots and later am eumes the blue of 


delphinium and hydrangeas and gold and orange 
of nasturtiums. Purple starred clematis climbs 
the walla of the old house and bee* sing in toe 
spring boughs of the fruit trees. Tables and 
chairs, gaily painted, stand on the lawns or in toe 
shade of the great yellow plum. 

Oh a wet day or on a oolfl day tea may be 
served on the glassed-in veranda and to me there 
is something very nostalgic about toie old 
sunporch with its yellow painted “tables and 
chairs, its bowls of flowers, and toe board hung 
with fibbons, prizes won in the early years on the 
farm. Perhaps it is the smell of toe scented 
geranium or the purring of the great cat on the 
wicker chair which takes me back to another old 
house with just such a porch, high above toe 
sound of the Cowichan River. 

The Femie sitting room is a restful place 
with its well-tilled bookcases, chintz covers, and 
many water colors. Bowls of spring flowers, 
daffodils and cherry blossom, scent toe air and 
framed in toe window is the great yellow plum 
tree, its boughs heavy with drifts of snowy 
blossom. There are shelves of silver cups and 
trophies, more than 40 of them, won by members 
of the family for shooting, tennis, badminton and 
polo, and there are still more silver teapots. 

Fertile Farm is a delight to children and they 
Invariably find their way round to the back of the 
farmhouse where white rabbits and brews 
Belgian hares munch contentedly or preside over 
downy nests of small blind babies. Newly-bor* 
kids take their first shaky steps in the straw of 
their |«na and Bess, the border collie, wags a 
greeting. Several cats stalk about the garden, 
greeting gusts. One is called Cricket and another 
is a huge black Persian who goes by the name of 
Blackberry. 

It is a busy life for Mary and Daphne Fernie 
but they enjoy it. They like people and they like 
people to enjoy what they have to offer. Miss 
Mary bakes fresh scones every day and so far 
this year, by actual count, she has baked no less 
than 1,374! Miss Daphne makes the Devonshire 
cream. 

Recently the 4-H goat club — encompassing 
Saanich, Luxton and Vancouver Island — held a 
tea at the farm, a great success. On busy days 
such as this and on weekends two your*? girls 
living nearby give invaluable help and the 
charming Femie sisters, no matter how hot the 
day or how busy they are, appear to "keep their 
oool" as they move smilingly about the garde** 
•f Femie Farm,
